The 
Evenintr Tplegrain, owned by one Kob- 
trlHoii, known all over tho I'nitt'd 
8tHteB as an invuterato book pirate, iin- 
tlertook to steal these liiitB. The Globe 
got mad and burled at the Tolugraui one 
of thoae choice asBortruenta which re- 
lieve tbtt monotony of public life in 
''Canada. The Telegram thought it beat 
to jiocket this in silence, but went on 
stealing. Iborenpon the Globe waxed 
crafty anti put up an anrostic on tho 
TelegranL Tliu iHitcr nopiod the list* 
aa usual but i.ecmiu.' tlie iaushing stock 
of the city when it Vu'L-atiiu known that 
the initial lettera of part of the lint 
r^ad thus: "Stolen from the Globe." 
Next day the Globe put up another 
acroatic. Jn I he uieai.titue, however, 
the Telfgrani had bt'oome HUHpicious 
and it altered the i y|iOgrHphii-al nr 
ragement a little, but hh tliL' editorial 
brains did not aeeni equal to detecting 
ftD acrostic in which tho letters were 
alternated, there vtooct out the second 
conviction in an acroHtio. "Caught 
again." Tht; Telcgrain now became 
dreadfully nervoii.s, but uii it hud Hlart- 
ed on tiio stcul it wan bound to con- 
tinue. The next batch it ap|)ro])rinted 
it took precaution of chopping up into 
short lengths and stirring together be- 
fore it was printed. Nevertheless the 
Globe marked upon it a third acroa- 
tic — "Globe citciiliition i.i twice the 
Telegrum'H" — and cooly remarked next 
day thai uh it cannot j^et crcilit it 
would takeout a few ceiilH worth of 
freo aiiveriiHin^'. It iw not often that a 
news pirate is thus eliectually sat 
upon.

Tho bullet 
has not yet been extracted from Doug- 
las' breast. 

Caloaey, Aug. 26.— There wai 
great excitement here when it was dis 
covored that murder had been added to 
the crime of stiigo robbing. Today 
(blinker Scott was found murdered in 
his shack near Shagtjvnajjpi Point. The 
crime is supposed to have been cota- 
mitted by the same parties who held 
up the Edmonton stage coach a few 
days ago. There ia no doubt tho kill 
ing of Scott was prompted by the ex- 
pectation of obtaining considorable 
money, as the deceased was a man in 
good circumatancea and it is believed 
hero that ho had considerable , money 
with bim at the time of the murder. 
Scott waa a man about 30 years of age 
and was the discoverer of gold at Sil- 
ver city. He leaves a wife and one 
child who were net with him at the 
tiino of tho tiiurder, or no doiilit they 
would have all flhared tlm mune fate. 
Tiie news spreail like wild tire through- 
out the town and vicinity, and a hoi 
pursuit is now in progress.

Htoppeil and jiroceeded to get dinner. I 
Tho children wandered off into tho 1 
woods, and when the mother called | 
them to come to dinner t^ho rectdved I 
110 answer. l''earing something wiim | 
wrong she took lier rillo from the 
wagon and started for the woot' near 
by. Ilefore going far a moving branch 
of a tree attracted her attention, and 
on going nearer she discovered a large 
panther preparing to M]iriiig on her 
children, who were lying aHle.-j. .it the 
foot of tho tree. .Mrs. iMonlcalm at 
oiicfl drew a bead tjii tho brute, and 
shot him through the body. She then 
removed the pelt and took it with her 
on her journey.
